Committee Abandons 
Selection Until 1938 


After again postponing scheduled hear- 
sngs on naval selection, the House Naval 
Affairs Committee announced this week 
that it would hold no further meetings 
this session, thereby throwing the con- 
sideration of the personnel problem over 
until next year. 

Only the possibility of a special session 
in the Fall or of the creation of a special 
subcommittee to go into the matter after 
adjournment remains to prevent delaying 
ang = year, the search for a solution of 
the Navy's promotion ills. This has ap- 
peared inevitable for some time. The re- 
luctance of the Navy Department and 
Chairman Carl Vinson to take up the 
problem stalled matters off until it was 
too late to hope for legislation this year, 
and although the bill the Department 


finally produced was set for hearings sev- | 
eral times with the apparent idea of get- | 


ting as far with the problem as possible, 
they never materialized. 

Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of 
the Senate Naval Committee, still has 
hopes of doing something this year. The 
Massachusetts Senator told the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL yesterday that while there 


° . ‘ | 
was no chance of any general legislation, 


he would like to see one or two minor 
changes put through. He indicated that 
he might introduce legislation to extend 
the probationary period of ensigns to 
seven years and attempt to push it 
through the Senate before adjournment, 
leaving the major problem for settlement 
next year. One approach to the perplex- 
ing selection problem, he said, may lie in 
the appointment of a joint committee to 
meet between now and January, 
Senator Walsh and Representative Vin- 
son made a tour of prospective sites for 
the new Washington Naval Hospital with 
President Roosevelt this week. Besides 
the immediate business of the automobile 
trip, other naval problems were discussed, 
and selection was one of them, Senator 
Walsh declared, 
Representative Melvin J. 
Minn., 
minority member of the House Naval 
Committee next year with the expected 
retirement of Representative Charles D. 
Millard, introduced a personnel bill this 
week. The measure, on which Colonel 
Maas has been working for some time, 
provides a basically different system of 
promotion for the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and undoubtedly will be 
considered whenever the committee be- 
gins hearings on the personnel problem. 
The text of the bill and an explanation of 
it appears elsewhere in this issue. It 
would commission in the Regular Navy 
only such number of Naval Academy 
graduates each year as would be needed 
to fill vacancies resulting from normal 
attrition and elimination of the inefficient, 
the remaining graduates going into the 
Naval Reserve and staying on active duty 
for periods up to 14 years. Officers in the 
Regular Service would go up by seniority 
with selection out of the unfit, except that 
ten per 
would be filled by the selection up

President Vetoes “Chemical 
Corps” as Dignifying Service 


President Roosevelt this week vetoed 
the bill to change the name of the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service to the “Chemical 
Corps,” saying that he does not want to 
do anything “to aggrandize or make per- 
manent any special bureau” engaged in 
chemical studies and that he hopes the 
time will come when the Chemical War- 
fare Service can be entirely abolished. 

The bill originally was a War Depart- 
ment sponsored measure and sought to 
change the name to the “Chemical Ser- 


vice.” In that form it was passed by the | 


Senate some time ago, but the House 
committee amended it to be “Chemical 
Corps,” and the conferees accepted the 
House revision. 

The President’s veto message follows: 

“IT return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, Senate Bill 1284, entitled ‘An Act 
to change the name of the Chemical War- 
fare Service.’ 

“The Bill proposes to call the present 
Chemical Warfare Service the ‘Chemical 
Corps.’ 

“It is my thought that the major fune- 
tions of the Chemical Warfare Service

Reenlistment of Non-Citizens 

Legislation to permit enlisted men of 
the Army who are not citizens to be re 
enlisted provided they agree to complete 
their naturalization “expeditiously,” is 
now awaiting action on the Senate and 
House calendars, having been approved 
by the Military Affairs Committee of both 
houses. 

Prospects are bright for passage of the 
bill before Congress adjourns. If the 
mea are becomes law, it will afford re 
lief to a large number of enlisted men, 
many of whom have long service and ex 
cellent records, who will otherwise be 
forced out of the service upon the termi 
nation of their current enlistment by rea 
son of the provision in the Army appro- 
priation act barring reenlistment of non 
citizens. 

While the text of the bill requires that 
men to be reenlisted under its provisions 
agree to speedily complete their naturali- 
zation, 
ban agi 
inserted to take care of the Filipinos who 
were serving in the Army, July 1, 1937. 
As they cannot be naturalized, it is pro 
vided that those already in service may 
be reenlisted without regard to their 
citizenship status. 

Following the action of the Senate Mili 
tary Committee in reporting the bill, as 
announced last week in the JourNAL, the 
House Military Committee considered a 
similar measure, Aug. 3 and reported it to 
the House with an amendment to author 
ize the reenlistment of men who have 
been discharged since July 1, 1937. Maj. 
Paul L. Ransom, (Inf.), GSC, appeared 
for the War Department at the meeting 
of the House Committee and urged pass 
age of the bill. He presented preliminary 
reports received from the Second Corps 
Area, Ft. George G. Meade, Md., and the 
Philippine Department. Ft. Meade re 
ported that 28 enlisted men would be de

Would Remove Troop 
Requirement for GSC 


Declaring that duty as instructor with 
the civilian components of the Army is of 
equal importance to duty with troops in 
preparation for General Staff assign- 
ments, the War Department asked Con- 
gress this week to repeal existing law re- 
quiring service with troops. 

A draft of legislation was sent to the 
Senate and the House by Secretary of 
War Woodring amending Section 4c¢ of the 
National Defense Act by removing the 
following requirements regarding duty 
assignments: (1) That in time of peace 
every officer below the grade of brigadier 
general shall perform one year out of any 
consecutive five on duty with the troops 
of any combatant arm; (2) That in time 
of peace no officer of the line shall be de- 
tailed or remain detailed as a member of 
the General Staff Corps unless he has 
served for two of the preceding six years 
in command of troops; and (3) That no 
staff officer shall be detailed or remain 
detailed on the General Staff unless he has 
served for one of the preceding five years 
with troops of a combatant arm. 

Secretary Woodring, in urging the 
necessity for the measure, declared that 
much difficulty is being experienced in the 
detail of both line and staff officers to the 
General Staff. Under present law, he 
points out, officers cannot be placed on 
General Staff duties from assignments 
with Organized Reserves, National Guard 
and ROTC, The “increasing importance” 
of such assignments, he added, makes it 
advisable that officers of recent experi- 
ence with these components be selected 
for General Staff duty. 

Another adverse effect of the law, he 
said lies in the necessary practice of ro- 
tating General Staff eligibles in troop 
command so that a sufficient pool could 
be maintained from which to make de- 
tails to the General Staff. This has re- 
sulted in reducing the normal four year 
command tours of field officers with the 
consequent disadvantages of a lessening 
of continuity of command. 

In place of the requirements which 
would be repealed, the bill would substi- 
tute the following much less stringent re- 
quirement: “In time of peace no officer 
of the Regular Army shall be or remain 
as a member of the General Staff Corps 
unless he shall have served not less than 
two of the preceding six years on other 
duty.” 

In an executive communication accom- 
paning the draft of the bill, Secretary 
Woodring explained its intent as follows: 

“The purpose of the proposed amend- 
ment is to remove the restrictions of ex- 
isting law so as to allow an officer, other- 
wise qualified, to be detailed or redetailed 
as a member of the General Staff Corps 
providing he shall have served not less 
than two of the preceding six years on 
other duty. The proposed amendment will 
likewise remove the requirements of ex 
isting law which prescribe that in time of 
peace eveery officer serving in a grade be- 
low that of brigadier general shall per- 
form duty with troops of one or more of 
the combatant arms for at least one year 
in every period of five consecutive years,

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Report on Hindenburg Crash 


In view of the present discussion as to the policy of the United States with regard 
to continuance or discontinuance of lighter than air construction, the following 
editorials cothmenting on the findings of the board of inquiry appointed to investigate 
the cause of the crash of the Hindenburg are particularly timely. 


“The Commerce Department's investigating committee has officially blamed the 
destruction of the Hindenburg on an explosion of hydrogen, set off by a static spark,” 
says the Philadelphia, Pa., Ledger, “From the location of the first flame seen on the 
doomed airship it has been decided that a brush discharge was ‘the most probable’ 
cause of the disaster. The spark was the immediate cause, whatever its origin, but 
the Hindenburg blew up and burned because there was a leakage of hydrogen, which 
combined with air to form an intensely explosive mixture. 

“The decision of the Committee spells the final doom of hydrogen as a lifting 
gas for dirigibles. It is impossible to prevent the accumulation of static electricity on 
certain surfaces in motion, including the skin of an airship. What happened te the 
Hindenburg, therefore, might happen to any hydrogen filled dirigible. It must not 
happen again, even though this means that the lightest and cheapest lifting gas for 
airships must be abandoned.” 


The Baltimore, Md., Sun, in the light of the Committee’s report, sees a new lease 
on life for dirigibles, commenting: “These findings are not absolutely irrefutable, but 
they deserve the greater credence because they coincide with the opinions of Dr. 
Hugo Eckner, whose tremendous experience with dirigibles gives his views excep- 
tional weight. If they be accepted at their full face value, the conclusion becomes 
inevitable that the Hindenburg disaster was not as serious a blow for lighter than air 
navigation as were the various catastrophes which ended the careers of American 
dirigibles. 

“This is perhaps not much comfort in connection with an accident which de- 
stroyed the world’s largest and most costly lighter than air craft and which snuffed 
out thirty-five lives. But the future of the airship is more important than the life of 
any particular airship, and the findings as to the loss of the Hindenburg still leave the 
airship a future. There is, to say the least, nothing in the disaster at Lakehurst to 
make the outlook hopeless.” 


“As a means of commercial transportation, the dirigible never has had a fair 
test in this country,” says the Buffalo, N. Y., News, “Its development was left entirely 
in the hands of the Navy, which reported that the craft were unsatisfactory for Naval 
purposes. But Navy airships, like Navy planes, are designed and constructed with an 
eye to maneuverability and destructive force rather than to strength and stability. 
The value of an airship for naval purposes consists in the number of airplanes or 
vombs which it can transport, rather than its ability to outride storms and reach

its destination intact, albeit at a slower sped. 

“The Hindenburg and the Graf Zeppein have demonstrated that the dirigibje 
can be operated on a commercial basis. Thé United States has ample supplies of 
helium to insure its aircraft against explodon. Its aeronautical engineers rank gee. 
ond to none. Under these circumstances it would seem unwise to jettison a potential} 
commercial! asset, to abandon all experimens with dirigibles, merely because disaster 
has attended previous trials which in all tuth tempted fate. Leading the world ip 
the development of airplanes, the United States should not discard the dirigible untjj 
it has had at least a fair trial, until privae enterprise has had the same chance to 
develop it that was given the Navy.” 








The Fargo, N. D., Forum says, “If thes are the facts, and it is worth noting that, 
they dovetail in with the opinions of Docor Eckner, then the dirigible will likely 
make a comeback. Because of his expert study and experience with dirigibles, Dr, 
Eckner’s opinion is naturally given weight. If the cause has been correctly diagnosed, 
then the disaster of thé Hindenburg was wt similar to those which took toll of the 
American dirigibles. The latter were heli to be due to structural defects. Then, 
too, a way has been provided for the use ofhelium hereafter. If the Hindenburg had 
been using helium on its last voyage ove’, » discharge of static electricity would 
have had no effect in coming in contact with it. 

“Certainly there will be no more chmces taken with hydrogen.”

There has been no indication 
yet concerning the policy of the government in this matter.”

Navy Building Program 


The Navy Department has announced 
that two 35,000 ton battleships, and two 
7,500 ton light cruisers of the Omaha class 
are included in the Navy Department’s 
1939 estimates. 

As Acting Secretary of the Navy, Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, Chief of the 
Bureau of Operations, declared that the 
construction to be requested is in line with 
the policy of replacing overage vessels, 
and is not a move to attempt to match 
other building programs. 

At the same time, Admiral Leahy an- 
nounced that the Bath Iron Works Cor- 
poration, of Bath, Me., had submitted the 
lowest of six bids for the construction of 
two 1,500-ton destroyers. 

The Bath Corporation, in submitting its 
bid, agreed to deliver the first of the two 
destroyers 30 months after the date of 
contract and, if contracts for both ves- 
sels were awarded it, the corporation 
estimated it could construct the ships for 
$5,330,000 each, as compared to a $6,200,- 
000 price for one vessel. 


Mechanical defects discovered in the 
nearly completed aircraft carrier, York- 
town, the Admiral said, would probably 
keep the ship from joining the fleet on the 
West Coast for an additional year, 
although she was due for delivery to the 
Navy by the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Drydock Company on August 16, 

Admiral Leahy said that the most im- 
portant defects discovered in the York- 
town were faulty reduction gear, poor 
lubrication, imperfect fresh water con- 
densation and bearing troubles, resulting 
in terrific vibration and excessive noise. 

Presumably the same corrections will 
have to be made on the Yorktown’s sister 
ship, the Enterprise, the Admiral said. 


The two new battleships, to be recom- 
mended to Congress next year, as well as 
the two authorized and laid down this 
year, will be armed with nine 16 inch guns 
each, mounted three to a turret. 

Admiral Leahy said that the four 
battleships to be laid down in the next 
two years would bring the fleet up to the 
maximum number of 15 battleships al- 
lowed under the old London Naval Treaty, 





which expired last year. 


In reporting upon the construction 
progress on the battleships North Caro- 
lina and Washington, the Navy Depart- 
ment said that the ships will probably not 
be delivered by the building yards until 
1941. The Secretary of the Navy has as- 
signed the major part of the design work 
for the construction of these two vessels 
to the New York Yard, and has already 
started making up detailed plans of those 
structural parts of the vessels which will 
be required first on the building ways. 


The total weight of structural material 
and protective material is nearly 25,000 
tons for each ship, and orders must be 
placed as soon as possible for all needed 
parts as soon as approximate sizes can be 
determined. The progress of work in the 
fleld depends upon the accuracy with 
which the design function handles its 
work, because errors or omissions in de- 
tail plans or in orders for material often 
show up most disadvantageously when the 
production function finds that the as- 
sembly and erection of parts cannot be 
accomplished as intended. 


The Navy Department has stated that 
fabrication would be well underway in 
1938, and that approximately 500 men 
would be given employment on each ship. 





4th Army Maneuvers Start 


A great variety of military problems, 
involving the tactical use of the General 
Headquarters Air Force, tanks, artillery, 
cavalry, infantry, and their supporting 
troops feature the Fourth Army field ex- 
ercises held at San Luis Obispo, Calif. ; 
Ft. Lewis, Wash.; Ft. Riley, Kans., and 
Camp Ripley this month. 


Maj. Gen. George 8S. Mimonds, Com- 
manding General of the Fourth Army, 
will be at hand for a period of time at 
each point of concentration. He went 
first to the San Luis Obispo maneuvers 
which started Aug. 1 and from there will 
go by air to Camp Ripley, Minn., then to 
Ft. Riley, Kans., and from that point back 
to the Pacific Coast for the field exercises 
at Ft. Lewis, Wash. From this point he 
will return to the Presidio at San Fran- 
cisco, permanent headquarters for the 
Fourth Army. 





The wooded rolling country of the San 
Luis Obispo area is the first battleground. 
In this engagement the 6th Brigade (re 
inforced) of the Regular Army having as- 
sembled at Monterey, will move down the 
Salinas Valley and finally establish itself 
in the Morro Bay area. This Blue force 
will include the 11th Cavalry stationed at 
Monterey; the 30th Infantry from the 
Presidio of San Francisco; the 38th In- 
fantry from Ft. Douglas, Utah; the 2nd 
Battalion of the 76th Field Artillery from 
the Presidio of Monterey ; Company “A” 
of the 3rd Quartermaster Regiment from 
San Francisco; the 63d Coast Artillery 
(anti-aircraft) from Ft. MacArthur, 
Calif.; and the 367th Observation Squad- 
ron, Air Corps, from Moffett Field, Calif. 


The Brown force opposing this Regular 
Army force will be composed chiefly of 
National Guard troops with the Regular 
Army assistance of the 17th Attack 
Group, Air Corps, from March Field, 
Calif. In the Brown force of the 40th 
Division will be National Guardsmen 
from California, Nevada and Utah. With | 
this force will be the 2nd Battalion of the | 
144th Field Artillery, the 250 Coast Ar- 
tillery (heavy tractor), and Battery “A” 
of the 6th Coast Artillery—the latter a 
Regular Army unit. In the maneuvers the 
6th Brigade of approximately 3,800 men 
will be moving in on San Luis Obispo 
from the sea where they will encounter 
the superior force of 7,700 men. 


At Ft. Lewis, with the general field 
period set for August 17 to 31, the 5th 
Brigade or Red Force (reinforced) of 3,- 
600 will make a defensive stand against 
the 41st Division or Blue Force of 7,600 
men. The latter are chiefly National 
Guardsmen from the states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon and Wyoming. The opening 
of the tactical problem here will be the 
movement of the 41st Division across the 
Nisqually river and the attack on the 
Red defensive force. 

At Camp Ripley, Minn.} a Blue Force 
of 5,000 of mixed National Guard and 
Regular Army, but primarily an organi- 
zation of the 7th Division, will be op- 
posed by the 34th Division or Green Force 
of 7,600 men, chiefly National Guard 
troops from Minnesota and Iowa. Here

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Dedicate Montfaucon Memorial 
The devotion of the people of Frane 
and of the United States to peace wa 
emphasized Aug. 1 at ceremonies attend 
ing the unveiling of the granite colum! 
at Montfaucon, France, in memory of tht 
soldiers who died in the American’ 
greatest battle in the World War. 

Addresses by the Presidents of thé 
United States and France, and by the tw¢ 
nation’s greatest living soldiers, Genera. 
John J. Pershing and Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain marked what is one oj 
the greatest memorial ceremonies held 
since the World War. 

The historic relationship between thé 
two nations was touched by both of thé 
military leaders: by General Pershing 
when he said, “I dedicate this monument} 
to the American and French soldiers wh¢ 
died here and to the ties of friendshij 
which exist between France anc 
America,” and by Marshal Petain wh¢ 
concluded his address with, ‘“May Franco- 
Americam friendship, sealed in 1781 and 
1918 on the battle fields of Virginia and 
Lorraine, grow stronger for the greate1 
promotion of peace.” 

President Roosevelt, too, stressed the 
Franco-American friendship through his 
tory. 

“Though the seas divide us,” President 
Roosevelt said, “the people of France and 
the people of the United States find unior 
today in common devotion to the idea 
which the memorial at Montfaucon sym 
bolizes. That ideal, to which both nation: 
bear faithful witness, is the ideal of free 
dom under democracy—liberty attaine< 
by government founded in democratic in 
stitutions. 

“In a real sense this monument, whicl 
we have reared on the French hillside te 


commemorate the victory of our Firs 
Army in the Meuse-Argonne offensive 


symbolizes that devotion. 

“Today we reaffirm our faith in the 
democratic ideal. It was in defense cf 
that ideal that we entered the great wer 
twenty years ago. In the Meuse-Argonne, 
we fought as champions of the rights of 
mankind. Neither France nor the United 
States sought or seeks conquest—neither 
had nor has imperial designs. Both de- 
sire to live at peace with all nations. 
Both seek kinship with lovers of liberty 
wherever they are found.” 

President Lebrun, who followed Presi- 
dept Roosevelt, said the latter's words 
“brought forth emotion hard to control” 
“He spoke words of reason whose echo 
will go far beyond those to whom they 
were destined,” the President of Franee 
said, adding that “France here today pub- 
licly renews her gratitude to America on 
the site of her great victory.” 

Marshal Petain traced the rapid ce- 
velopment of America’s Army of fresh 
recruits and their taking of their place 
in the great war. 

“Sept. 26," Marshall Petain said, “the 
Allies gave the signal for assault. He- 
tween the Argonne and the Meuse the 
United States Army, fifteen divisions 
strong, attacked the first enemy positions, 
meeting experienced defensive units that 
were organized in 1914 and had since then 
continually improved. To the German 
occupancy of the sector was of most vital 
importance because any retreat in that 
area that would render impossible the we 
of the Montmedy-Sedan-Mesieres Rail- 
road, one of the two main supply lines of 
the German armies, would result in fail- 
ure. The United States Army’s mission to 
disrupt the axis of activities in an eneny 
retreat was therefore of capital impott- 
ance, 

“Nov. 11 the hour of the armistice, the 
First and Second American Army Corps, 
under orders of Liggett and Bullard, had 
remarkably accomplished their task. They 
halted at the outskirts of Metz ready to 
enter the city. 

“About 122,500 sons of the United 
States had fallen on the battle fields and 
are mostly resting today on French soil. 
America magnificently repaid the debt of 
gratitude gontracted under the walls of 
Yorktown in 1781. 

“May Franco-American friendship, 
Sealed in 1781 and 1918 on the battle fields 
of Virginia and Lorraine, grow stronger 
for the greater promotion of peace.” 

The text of the address of General 
Pershing ,who as chairman of the Ameri- 
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can Battle Monuments Commission was 
responsible for the memorial, follows : 

We are gathered here to inaugurate a monu- 
ment which the American Government has 
erected to commemorate the achievements of 
its soldiers who met the enemy on this field. 
Mr. John Russell Pope designed the column 
and the American Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion built it. It overlooks the terrain where 
one of the deciding battles of the World War 
took place, and, as is shown in its inscription, 
it is intended to honor the French soldiers 
that fought in this region in addition to their 
American comrades. 

As our First Army drove forward over this 
ground in a series of determined assaults, the 
French Fourth Army operating west of the 
forest was no less insistent. It fought with 
the gallantry that all French troops had dis- 
played on every front during four fateful 
years and with the skill that all of us had 
learned to expect from General Gouraud, its 
commander, The bitter struggle went on until 
the two armies simultaneously reached the 
enemy's principal line of supply at Sedan, 
compelling him to appeal for an immediate 
armistice: for his forces ‘were menaced with 
destruction. 


This shaft, then, is one more reminder of 
the ties which for well-nigh two centuries 
have bound together France and our country. 
During all that time we have been united by 
a common love of justice and of liberty, and 
on numerous occasions we have shown our- 
selves ready to fight for them, whether sepa- 
rately or together. It was the impulse of 
these deep-rooted instincts which brought 
France to our side when we were striving for 
independence, and it was their influence which 
inspired our fighting men with enthusiastic 
ardor when they came over here to help pre 
vent the consummation of a mighty wrong. 

It is difficult for our people at home to pic 
ture to themselves what took place upon the 
now smiling hillsides that surround this 
monument, One million two hundred thou 
sand American soldiers were the actors in the 
tragedy. They suffered as only those who 
have been through that ware can realize, Most 
of them had been hurriedly equipped and 
only partially trained when they were rushed 
across the sea and put into battle against a 
veteran army; they fought with a dash that 
surprised both friend and foe; and displayed 
the courage of seasoned troops. In the thou 
sand individual combats which the broken 
nature of the terrain exacted,* they proved 
themselves cool and resourceful. The highest 
praise that can be bestowed upon them is to 
hope that America will continue to raise such 
sonTiR, 

Upon no other field than here in this vital 
sector was the contest fiercer or more heart 
breaking, except at Verdun, where the record 
of sublime courage of the defenders of that 
stronghold remains unsurpassed, Only men 
like Marshall Pétain, their heroic commander, 
can measure the anguish of the general who 
commanded here when he had to order sacri 
fices such as his soldiers consented to. As 
the long lists of daily casualties came in, as 
new directives for new attacks had to be de 
cided upon, he would try to shut from his 
mind the bitter cost, so that he might be able 
better to concentrate every faculty upon the 
rapid completion of the terrible task. 

It is memories such as these that make 
it, and if, in the midst of the difficult prob 
lems that now confront all nations, there ex 
ists an aversion to a violent solution, it is 
because so many millions are still alive who 
have an intimate knowledge of the horrors of 
war. 

The last conflict brought no profit to any 
one, but left many questions still unsettled 
But they cannot be settled by war. Yet the 
prospects for peace do not look promising. 
Hatred and suspicion still exist and arma 
ments at enormous cost continue to grow, And 
if no cure is discovered for this temporary 
madness we are in a hopeless state, for of 
one thing we may be certain, and that is, if 
another world war takes place, Western 
civilization as we know it cannot survive. 
Yet in the face of danger from the frequent 
stupidity or the more frequent unholy ambi 
tion of false leaders, we must ever hold our 
selves ready to yield our all to defend the 
liberty we have inherited, 

The maintenance of friendly relations 
among peoples demands the cooperation of 
all agencies, and of these there is none that 
can be as helpful as the press—the press of 
the world. If newspapers everywhere would 
consent together to avoid sensational news 
that might inflame international antagonisms, 
and would elaborate news that tends to en 
courage a friendly attitude among peoples, a 
big step toward peace would be assured. 

Finally, it is for officials in high places to 
strive continuously for better understanding. 
Those of us who work for peace will find 
strength in the fact that so many peoples 
detest war. And the friendly relations that 
have long existed among the three great 
democracies of the world should give us 
heart. No less important is the agreement 
for the preservation of peace recently entered 





into by the American Republics. Thus, look- 


civilized soldiers hate war, and they do hate 











ing on the brighter side of things, we see 
much of hopefulness for the future. 

And we must not forget the silent millions 
who lie in the war cemeteries of Europe. If 
they could speak, they would with one voice 
join us in offering an ardent prayer to God 
that there may never be another world war. 

Monsieur le President, your coming here 
today will be deeply appreciated in all Ameri- 
can homes and especially in those that sent a 
son to the war. You have interrupted your 
holiday to join our honored President in pay- 
ing tribute to our countrymen and I beg in 
their name to thank you in all sincerity—you 
and the Ministers who have been so good as 
to accompany you. 

You will excuse me, Sir, if in closing I add 
one Word of rfreeting to an old friend and 
comrade-in-arms, All that he could do as a 
fellow-Commander in Chief to render the task 
of the American Army less difficult, Marshal 
Pétain did. He served us like a loyal son 
would serve, and we hold him close to our 
hearts. In thanking him again for his aid of 
twenty years ago and for coming here today, 
I thank the whole French Army. 





Rep. Maas’ Navy Personnel Bill 


The text of the Navy and Marine Corps 
personnel bill (HR 8111) introduced by 
Representative Melvin J. Maas, R. of 
Minn. this week, follows: 


That promotions of officers in the line of 
the Navy above the rank of commissioned 
warrant officer, including the promotion of 
officers who are or may be carried on the Navy 
list as additional numbers in their grades, 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act, 


Sec. 2. On June 30 of each fiscal year there 
shall be promoted to the next higher grade a 
number of officers of the line of the Navy of 
the grades of lieutenant to captain, both in- 
clusive, equal to one-seventh of the authorized 
number of officers for such next higher grade. 
Ten per centum of the officers so promoted 
shall be selected from the list of officers 
recommended for such promotion by the 
beard established in sect’ « 3 of this Act and 
the remainder of those p°omoted shall be 
promoted by seniority fro those officers who 
have completed seven years’ service or who 
will on that date complete seven years’ ser- 
vice in their present grade. The remaining 
officers in such grades who have completed, 
or who will on June 30 of that fiscal year 
complete, seven years’ service in their grade 
shall be promoted to the next higher grade 
and shall become additional numbers in grade 
but shall be included in the authorized num 
ber of commissioned officers of the active list 
of the line of the Navy in any grade to which 


they may be subsequently promoted after 
selection, 
Sec. 3. Boards to recommend officers for 


promotion shall be composed of nine officers 
on the active list of the line of the Navy not 
restricted by law to the pecformance of shore 
duty only, the rank of the members of such 
boards to be as follows: (a) “““« recommend 
officers for promotion to the grade of admiral 
to be composed of admirals; (b) to recom- 
mend officers for promotion to the grade of 
vice admiral to be composed of admirals and 
vice admirals; (c) to recommend officers for 
promotion to the grades of rear admiral, com 
mander, and captain to be composed of ad 
mirals, vice admirals, and rear admirals; (d) 
to recommend officers for promotion to the 
grade of Heutenant commander to be com 
posed of one rear admiral and eight captains: 
Provided, That the prescribed number of offi 
cers composing selection boards may be re 
duced by the Secretary of the Navy to such 
number, not less than three, as he may pre 
scribe when in his opinion the number of 
available officers of the prescribed rank can- 
not be detailed to this duty without injury to 
the public interest 

Sec. 4. Each member of a selection board 
shall swear, or affirm, that he will, without 
prejudice or partiality, and having in view 
solely the special fitness of officers and the 
efficiency of the naval service, perform the 
duties imposed upon him as herein provided, 


Sec. 5. Selection boards established by this 
Act to recommend officers for promotion to 
the grades below vice admiral shall be con 
vened at least once each year for the con 
sideration of officers to each of the grades to 
which they relate and at such times as the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct, Selection 
boards to recommend officers for promotion 
to the grades of admiral and vice admiral 
shall be convened at such times as the Secre 
tary of the Navy shall determine, The Secre 
tary of the Navy shall furnish each selection 
board with the names of all officers who are 
eligible by law for consideration by said 
board for recommendation for promotion as 
herein authorized, together with the military 
record of each officer. Selection boards shall 
base their recommendations on the military 
records and the service reputation of the offi- 
cers concerned and shall not consider matter 
bearing on physical fitness of the officers 
under consideration. Any officer eligible for 
consideration for selection shall have the right 
to forward through official channels at any 
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time not later than ten days after the con- 
vening of said board a written communica- 
tion inviting attention to any matter of record 
which he deems important in the considera- 
tion of his case. For recommendation for pro- 
motion to grades below vice admiral each 
board shall recommend from among those 
officers who are eligible such number as may 
be directed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
which number shall be 10 per centum of the 
number of vacancies in the grades to which 
promotions are to be made determined in ac- 
cordance with section 2 of this Act. The offi- 
cers recommended for promotion shall be 
selected from all officers in the grade from 
which selections are to be made, irrespective 
of the length of service in grade. 

Sec. 6. The permanent ranks and grades of 
vice admiral and admiral are hereby estab- 
lished. Officers of those ranks shall be as- 
signed to the high commands at sea, to duty 
as the Chief of Naval Operations, and to duty 
as the Chairman of the General Board, Such 
officers assigned to high commands at sea 
shall, when relieved of those commands by 
orders of the President, unless assigned to 
another high command at sea or to duty as the 
Chief of Naval Operations or as Chairman of 
the General Board, be transferred to the re- 
tired list with seventy-five per centum of their 
active-duty pay. 

See. 7. Bach board for recommendation for 
promotion to the grades of admiral and vice 
admiral shall recommend the number of offi- 
cers which the Secretary of the Navy shall 
deem necessary to fill existing vacancies plus 
vacancies that may occur during the ensuing 
fiseal year. Recommendations for promotions 
to the grades of admiral shall be from the 
grades of vice admiral and rear admiral and 
recommendations for promotion to the grades 
of vice admiral shall be from the grade of 
rear admiral, in both cases, without regard 
to service in grade, 

Sec. 8 Each selection board to recommend 
officers for promotion to grades of lieutenant 
commander to rear admiral, both inclusive, 
shall, in addition to the duties prescribed in 
the preceding sections of this Act, designate 
a number of officers of each grade being con- 
sidered within the percentages herewith 
specified who have completed six years’ ser- 
vice in that grade and who are, in the opinion 
of at least two-thirds of the members of the 
board, unfit for promotion or least fitted for 
promotion, The specified percentage in each 
grade shall be as follows: Lieutenants, 5 to 
10 per centum; lieutenant commanders, 4 to 8 
per centaum; commanders, 3 to 6 per centum ; 
captains, 2 to 4 per centum, 

Sec, ®% Reports of selection boards shall 
be in writing, signed by all members, The 
recommendations of the boards shall be 
divided into two parts. The first part of the 
recommendation shall contain a list of the 
officers recommended for promotion, together 
with the following certification of the board: 
“The board hereby certifies that it has care- 
fully considered the case of every officer ell- 
gible for consideration and that in the opinion 
of at least two-thirds of the members the 
officers herein recommended are the best fitted 
of all those under consideration in the 
groups eligible for consideration, having in 
view the efficiency of the naval service, to 
assume the duties of the next higher grade.” 
The second part of the board's recommenda- 
tion shall contain a list of the officers who 
in the opinion of at least two-thirds of the 
board are unfit for promotion or, if appro- 
priate, least fitted for promotion, together 
with the following certification of the board: 
“In the opinion of at least two-thirds of the 
members, the officers herein listed are un- 
fitted for promotion or, where notation to that 
effect appears opposite the name of an officer, 
least fitted for promotion of those officers who 
have completed six years’ service in their 
grade.” 

Sec, 10. The report of the board shall be 
submitted to the President for approval or 
disapproval. In case any officer or officers 
recommended by the board are not accept 
able to the President for promotion or in case 
any officer or officers are listed as unfit for 
promotion or least fitted for promotion by the 
board and the President does not concur in 
such recommendation, the board shall be in 
formed of the name of such officer or officers, 
and shall recommend a number of officers 
equal to the number not acceptable to the 
President and if necessary shall be recon- 
vened for this purpose 

Sec. 11, Officers whose names appear on the 
report of a selection board, as approved by 
the President, as unfit for promotion or least 
fitted for promotion shall if a Heutenant or 
lieutenant commander be honorably dis- 
charged from the United States Navy with two 
years’ pay or, if a commander or above, shall 
be transferred to the retired list with pay at 
the rate of 2% per centum of their active-duty 
pay multiplied by the number of years of 
service for which they were entitled to credit 
in the computation of their longevity pay on 
the active list, not to exceed a total of 75 per 
centum of said active-duty pay: Provided, 
That because of variation in the date of entry 
to the Naval Academy of members of the 
classes of 1906 to 1916, inclusive, ranging from

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Asst. Sec. Seeks Army Increase 

The need for a substantial increase in 
the strength of the Army was foreseen by 
Col. Louis Johnson, assistant secretary of 
war, in an address Aug. 2 at the conven- 
tion of the South Carolina Department of 
the American Legion held at Rock Hill, 
8. ©. 


“In 1920,” Colonel Johnson said, “after 
a thorough study of the whole problem of 
preparedness, Congress decided that 18,- 
000 officers and 280,000 enlisted men are 
needed for the Regular Army properly to 
carry out its duties, Since then, our re- 
sponsibilities have not been decreased and 
the state of the world has grown even 
more harried. Yet, our forces are far be- 
low this desired strength. 


“With your help and cooperation, I 
trust that Congress will soon appropriate 
sufficient funds to bring our Army up to 
its necessary strength. Even with these 
additions, however, we will still rank in 
the size of our standing army below all 
first-rate powers. Therefore, I feel confi- 
dent that there is no danger these in- 
creases will head the United States 
toward militarism.” 


“Its officers and its enlisted men,” 
Colonel Johnson said of the Army, “are 
keeping physically fit and mentally alert 
to serve their country in peace and war. 
In our garrisons at home, and in our pos- 
Sessions overseas, they are planning, 
studying, and experimenting. The battle- 
fields of Europe and Asia today are prov- 
ing-grounds for weapons, training, and 
equipment. The Army schools and the 
General and Division Staffs follow these 
struggles with professional interest, ever 
on the alert, in the light of these experi- 
ences, to improve our methods, our tactics, 
and our training. 

“Today, preparedness means something 
more than having a small, efficient Regu- 
lar Army ready for battle. The wars of 
today no longer are fought alone by pro- 
fessional soldiers. They are struggles of 
whole nations, groups of nations, and even 
civilizations. Preparedness means keep- 
ing America awake, its money and re- 
sources available, and its whole man- 
power willing and ready to exercise the 
duties and responsibilities of American 
citizenship. 

“To this end, the Army instructs and 
encourages the growth and efficiency of 
the National Guard. It teaches and devel- 
ops the ROTC units at our schools and 
colleges. It trains and leads the Organ- 
ized Reserves. It fosters and nurtures 
the CMTC, It studies and develops war 
plans for the mobilization of industry 
that, in an emergency, may be called 
upon to convert plowshares into swords. 

“All these functions it performs with 
but about twelve thousand officers and 
one hundred and sixty-five thousand en- 
listed men. No first-rate power, and very 
few smaller ones, rank as low in military 
strength. Portugal and Greece each has a 
force greater than our combined Regular 
Army, Navy, National Guard, Officers Re- 
serve Corps, and all other Reserve units. 
In an emergency even peace-loving 
Sweden is ready to put in the field almost 
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nine hundred thousand men, while our 
available strength for immediate use is 
less than five hundred thousand.” 





School of Aviation Ordnance 

To further the training of the Ordnance 
enlisted men engaged with the General 
Headquarters Air Force, a School of 
Aviation Ordnance has been established 
at Langley Field, Va. The object of the 
school will be to give initial training in 
their assigned duties to the enlisted men 
of the Six GHQ Air Force Ordnance 
Platoons. 

The loading, fuzing and delivery of 
aerial bombs and other ordnance duties 
of the Force are performed by the six 
platoons of the Tenth Ordnance Service 
company, commanded by Lt. Col. Russell 
L. Maxwell, OD. The headquarters and 
the First Platoon of the company is sta- 
tioned at Langley Field. 

The school is a special project of the 
Tenth Company, organized last January 
by the War Department on the recom- 
mendation of Maj. Gen. Frank M. An- 
drews, the commander of the GHQ Air 
Force, Col. Maxwell has selected Capt. 
Edward P. Mechling, OD, as the school di- 
rector. 

Enlisted men will go there by air from 
all over the GHQ Air Force to study under 
the guidance of the outstanding Ordnance 
specialists on the Atlantic Coast. One stu- 
dent each will go from March Field and 
Hamilton Field, Calif., Selfridge Field, 
Mich., Mitchel Field, N. Y., and Barks- 
dale Field, La., and four from Langley 
Field, Va. 

Three sessions will be held in the 1937- 
88 school year, with classes beginning in 
October, January and March. An entirely 
new group will comprise each class. There 
will be no school in December. The final 
course will be completed in April to en- 
able the Tenth Ordnance Service Com- 
pany to be 100% avaliable for the spring 
exercises of the GHQ Air Force units, 

Capt. Mechling goes to Langley Field 
from the directorship of the Automotive 
and Military Departments ofthe Ordnance 
Field Service School, Raritan Arsenal, 
N. J. He states that the Aviation Ordnance 
students will have a very intensive 
scholastic schedule, compressed as it is 
into two months. Nearly eight hours a 
day will be spent in the class room. 

Work will not be limited to the class 
room. Every Ordnance facility of Langley 
Field, the largest air base in the Army, 
will be at the disposal of the students. 
Langley Field has a well equipped Ord- 
nance warehouse. 

The only subjects taught will be those 
dealing directly with Aviation Ordnance. 
These will include theoretical and practi- 
cal training in the storage of bombs, 
fuzes, pyrotechnics, small arms, ammuni- 
tion and machine guns. Subjects of princi- 
pal interest will be small arms and am- 
munition. 

In addition to Capt. Mechling, the 
faculty will include Mr. Thomas Gaines 
of Langley Field, instructor in ammuni- 
tion, inspection, storage and surveillance ; 
Technical Sergeant Robert Tokely, form- 
erly of Raritan Arsenal, N. J., who will 
teach “Ammunition, General” at the 
Langley Field school and Staff Sergeant 
George Amold, the instructor in small 
arms. 

Implements of warfare that will be 
taught at Langley Field next autumn are 
the .30 caliber rifle, the .45 caliber auto- 
matie pistol, pyrotechnic projectors, 
Browning aircraft machine guns of the 
.30 and .50 caliber types, Browning ma- 
chine gun for ground service of the .30 
caliber type, the Winchester and Reming- 
ton shotguns and the .22 caliber rifle. 

Explosives and ammunition used in the 
military service will form an interesting 
part of the curriculum. This will embrace 
small arms, trench mortars, aircraft 
bombs and artillery ammunition in the 
introductory phase of the sub-course. 

Other subjects concerning ammunition 
which will be taught at Langley Field are 
General Storage, Chemical Bombs, Sur- 
veillance, Transportation, Issues of Prop- 
erty, Accounting for Property and the Is- 
sue of Ammunition.

are those of a ‘Service’ rather than a 
‘Corps.’ It is desirable to designate as a 
Corps only those supply branches of the 
Army which are included in the line of 
the Army. To have changed the name to 
the ‘Chemical Service’ would have been 
more in keeping with its functions than 
to designate it as the ‘Chemical Corps.’ 

“IT have a far more important objec- 
tion to this change of name. It has been 
and is the policy of this Government to 
do everything in its power to outlaw the 
use of chemicals in warfare. Such use is 
inhuman and contrary to what modern 
civilization should stand for. 

“IT am doing everything in my power to 
discourage the use of gasses and other 
chemicals in any war between nations. 
While, unfortunately, the defensive neces- 
sities of the United States call for study 
of the use of chemicals in warfare, I do 
not want the Government of the United 
States to do anything to aggrandize or 
make permanent any special bureau of 
the Army or the Navy engaged in these 
studies. I hope the time will come when 
the Chemical Warfare Service can be en- 
tirely abolished. 

“To dignify this Service by calling it 
the ‘Chemical Corps’ is, in my judgment, 
contrary to a sound public policy.

by the law, the great majority of them 
having more than ten years’ service. A 
slightly lesser number was reported from 
Second Corps Headquarters, the differ- 
ence indicating that the latter report was 
not complete. The radiogram from the 
Philippines revealed that there were 50 
Filipinos affected by the measure. 

“The majority of these non-citizens are 
soldiers of long and faithful service,” 
Major Ransom told the committee. “Some 
served in the World War. Their failure 
to obtain citizenship papers has been due 
in part to ignorance of naturalization re- 
quirements and in part to their own 
neglect. Many have been of the opinion 
that an honorable discharge from the 
Army or honorable service in the World 
War automatically bestowed citizenship 
upon them. Neglect of this matter is 
understandable in view of the fact that 
the soldier generally lives apart from the 
normal activities of civilian life and, 
being generally denied the privilege of 
voting, is not reminded of his erronious 
view as to citizenship status.” 

As the bill is written, it would continue 
the prohibition against the reenlistment 
of enlisted men of the National Guard 
who are not citizens as it only refers to 
enlisted men of the Army. The text of the 
measure as reported by the House com- 
mittee follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That, not- 
withstanding the language contained in the 
second proviso on page 6 of the Act of July 
1, 1987 (Public, Numbered 176, Seventy-fifth 
Congress, first session), or any other Act, 
during the three-year period following the en- 
actment of this Act, enlisted personnel of the 
Army who have legally declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens, or who do so during 
their current enlistment, or who have been 
discharged from the Army since July 1, 1937, 
and who also agree to complete expeditiously 
their naturalization and become citizens of 
the United States, may be reenlisted and re- 
ceive the pay to which, except for the afore- 
said proviso, they would otherwise be legally 
entitled: Provided, That Filipinos who were 
serving in the Army on July 1, 1937, may be 
reenlisted without regard to their citizenship 
status, and receive the pay to which other- 
wise legally entitled. 





Retirement Rights 
Army Regulation 605-245, “Commis- 
sioned Officers—Retirement,” has been 
redrafted to incorporate changes in the 
laws since the last printing in 1923. The 
up-to-date regulation is now ready for 
distribution to the service. 





Pilots of Multi-Engined Planes 


Paragraph 1c, Section I, Circular No, 
8, War Department, 1937, has been 
rescinded and the following substituted 
herefor: 
ec. Qualifications of pilots of multi-engine 
tirplanes.—No person, other than an active 
rated military airplane pilot, or an active 
rated airplane pilot, who, in ‘addition to the 
sating of airplane pilot, possesses such other 
minimum qualifications as may from time to 
time be prescribed by the Chief of the Air 
Corps, will be permitted to perform duty ag 
sommander or principal pilot of any of the 
arge multi-engined aircraft, such as the B-15, 
3-17, B-18 and C-33 models, or others of 
imilar flying characteristics. 

This appears to be in line with the de- 
ermination of the Department and the 
Yorps to assure that the best qualified 
vilots be entrusted with the new so-called 
super-bombers. The previous regulation, 
n Circular No. 18, provided that pilots 
should be active rated “heavier-than-air” 
vilots, while the new one specifies “mili- 
cary airplane” pilots, The old one re- 
quired 2,000 pilot hours in military air- 
nlanes and to have held rating of air- 
plane pilot not less than seven years. 





Accept General Horton’s 
Bequests 

Acting for the United States Govern- 
nent Secretary of War, Woodring and 
acting Secretary of Interior West have 
eccepted a large number of articles of 
furniture, glassware and objects of art 
lequeathed by the late Brig. Gen. Wil- 
lam E. Horton for use in Arlington 
House at Arlington National Cemetery. 
The bequests include a number of 
jieces of colonial furniture, waterford 
md Bohemian glassware, a considerable 
qiantity of silverware, linens, bric-a- 
b-ae, Chinese objects, antiques of vari- 
o1s types, paintings and prints. General 
Horton died in New York two years ago, 

and is buried in Arlington cemetery.

June te September, a fractional year of nine 
months or more shall be considered a full year 
in computing the number of years of service 
of members of those classes by which the rate 
of 2% per centum is multiplied. 


Sec. 12. Officers of the grade of rear ad- 
miral who have not been recommended for 
promotion to the grades of admiral or vice 
admiral shall, upon completion of seven years’ 
service In their grade, be transferred to the 
retired list with 75 per centum of their active- 
duty pay. 

Sec. 13. Prior to promotion all officers 
shall be subject to the provisions of existing 
law relating to the examination of officers of 
the Navy for promotion. If any officer shall 
fail his physical examination for promotion 
and be found incapacitated for service by rea- 
son of physical disability contracted in the 
line of duty, he shall be retired with the rank 
to which he would otherwise have been en- 
titled to be promoted. 


Sec, 14. In making any computations re- 
quired or authorized by or pursuant to this 
Act there shall be excluded from consideration 
those officers carried by law as additional 
numbers, and whenever a final fraction of 
one-half or more occurs the whole number 
next above shall be regarded as the authorized 
number. 


Sec, 15. Ensigns shall be promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant (junior grade) at the end 
of three years’ service in grade, and lieuten- 
ants (junior grade) shall be promoted to the 
grade of lieutenant at the end of four years in 
grade, subject, in all cases, to the provisions 
of section 18 of this Act, 


Sec. 16. The President is authorized, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
appoint as ensigns of the line of the Navy 
midshipmen upon their graduation from the 
United States Naval Academy but the num- 
ber so commissioned shall be limited to that 
number which is equal to one-seventh of the 
number of officers authorized in the grade of 
lieutenant commander in the line of the Navy 
plus an additional number to be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy equal to the 
estimated separations from the active list of 
ofiicers of the group in the grades junior to 
that of lieutenant commander in the line of 
the Navy inculding separations caused by the 
reyocation of commissions as provided in sec- 
tion 18 of this Act. The President is further 
authorized, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, to appoint as ensigns of 
the line in the Naval Reserve other midship- 
men graduating from the United States Na- 
val Academy, 


See, 17. Ensigns in the Naval Reserve com- 
missioned under the provisions of section 16 
may be employed on active duty in the Navy, 
if they consent thereto, for a period of not 
more than fourteen years, during which time 
they shall be governed in all respects in the 
Naval Reserve by existing laws and regula- 
tions applicable to officers of the Regular 
Navy except as may be necessary to adapt 
said laws and regulations to the Naval Re- 
serve. At the end of their fourteen-year 
period of active duty they shall be paid two 
years’ active-duty pay in addition to that to 
which otherwise entitled and shall assume 
the same status as otherwise provided by law 
for officers of the Naval Reserve. 

Sec. 18. The Secretary of the Navy, under 
such regulations as he may prescribe, may 
hereafter revoke the commission of any offi- 
cer on the active list, initially commissioned 
after the date of this Act, who, at the time of 
said revocation, has had less than seven years 
of continuous service as a commissioned offi- 
cer of the Regular Navy or Marine Corps, 
and each officer whose commission is so re- 
voked shal! be discharged from the naval ser- 
vice with one-fifth of one year’s pay for each 
year of service in excess of two years. Prior 
to the termination of the seven-year period 
each officer shall be given an examination, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe, which examination 
together with his military record shall be 
submitted to a board which will recommend 
to the Secretary of the Navy the names of 
those officers who, in the opinion of at least 
two-thirds of the members of the board, are 
unfit for retention. The board shall further 
determine the rank of such officers of the same 
date of original commission among them- 
selves, based on the following computation: 
60 per centum for the written examination 
heretofore provided for; 20 per centum for 
service reputation; and 20 per centum for 
fitness reports, 

Physical fitness shall not be considered by 
the board. 

The determination of rank above provided 
for shall be final upon approval of the board’s 
report by the Secretary of the Navy, but the 
effective date of the revocation of any com- 
mission shall be determined separately by the 
Secretary of the Navy in each case. 








Sec, 19. The total number of commissioned 
line officers on the active list at any one time, 
exclusive of commissioned warrant officers, 
shall be four officers with the rank of admiral, 
four officers with the rank of vice admiral and 
additional officers distributed in the propor- 
tion of one in the grade of rear admiral to 
four in the grade of captain, to eight in the 
grade of commander, to fifteen in the grade 
of lieutenant commander, to thirty in the 
grade of lieutenant, to forty-two in the grades 
of lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, in- 
clusive: Provided, That no officer shall be re- 
duced in rank or pay or separated from the 
active list of the Navy as the result of any 
computation made to determine the author- 
ized number of officers in the various grades 
of the line. 

Sec. 20. The following laws and other laws 
or parts of laws inconsistent or in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby 
repealed: 

The Act of August 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 556), as 
amended, insofar as the provisions thereof 
are embodied in the United States Code, title 
34, sections 4, 12, 291, 292, 203, 204, 205, 296, 
297, 208, 209, 300, and 313. 

The Act of March 3 1931 (46 Stat. 1483), as 
amended (U. 8. Code, title 34, secs. 286 and 
286a to 286f, inclusive). 

The Act of May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 814), as 
amended (U. 8. Code, title 34, secs. 286h and 
286i). 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, in- 
serted an explanation of his new Navy 
and Marine Corps promotion bill, the text 
of which appears above in the appendix of 
the Congressional Record, Aug. 3. 


His statement follows: 


Mr. Speaker, after several years of intensive 
study, I have introduced a bill to provide a 
completely reformed promotion system for the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 


It is radically different from the existing 
system, and, while retaining the desirable 
features of the selection principle, it elimi- 
nates the morale-destroying, wasteful, and 
expensive system in effect today. It provides 
both an opportunity for recognition and ac- 
celerated advancement for outstanding ability 
and merit and the constant weeding out of 
the unfit. It does assure to the competent 
officer an uninterrupted career in the Navy, 
yet it does not compel the retention of un- 
satisfactory officers, nor does it hold back the 
exceptional officer, which is the evil of the 
straight seniority promotion system. 

This bill proceeds upon the basis that all 
groups of people are divided into three cate- 
gories. There are a few who show up as out- 
standing, and a small percentage who turn 
out to be so far below average as to be unfit. 
The balance—which is the large majority of 
us, are roughly speaking, the average. 

There is a great problem of personnel in 
the Navy due to the fact that there are a 
much larger number of junior officers re- 
quired to man the fleet than there are senior 
officers. Therefore to provide an even flow of 
promotion, prevent stagnation, and keep offi- 
cers in the proper age for their grade, drastic 
selection was adopted. Large numbers of 
young men are edueated at the Naval Acad- 
emy, commissioned as ensigns in the Navy 
and then after about 14 year’s service are 
forced out, still in large numbers, because of 
a sharp decline in the number of officers 
needed in the next higher grades after that 
promotion period. 

This results in a very costly system of 
putting large numbers of perfectly competent 
officers on the retired list at a time when the 
Government has its largest investment in 
them. Thus, potentially many years of valu- 
able service is lost to the Navy by retiring 
these officers in great numbers. 

No one contends that the majority of officers 
retired for failure to be selected are incom- 
petent. It is merely that the present system 
provides more junior officers than there are 
places for them in the higher grades. 

The new bill corrects that situation by com- 
missioning only the number of graduates at 
Annapolis each year who will be needed to 
fill, in the normal course, the higher ranks, 
allowing for normal attrition and the forced 
elimination of the unfit. 

The balance of each class will be commis- 
sioned in the Reserve, with an opportunity 
for up to 14 years’ assignment to active duty 
in order to provide the required number of 
junior officers but without permanently bur- 
dening the retired list of the Navy after they 
have served in the junior grades. As an in- 
ducement to the graduates of the Naval 
Academy who do not get commissions in the 
Regular Navy to accept this active duty, a 
bonus of 2 years’ pay will be granted at the 
conclusion of 14 years’ duty. 

This will also provide an excellent procure- 
ment source for well-trained Reserve officers 
who will be invaluable to the Navy in event 
of an emergency. 


These officers will leave active service in 
their early thirties, with a splendid education 
at Government expense, a considerable ex- 
perience of a most valuable nature, and a 
substantial lump sum of money with which to 
establish themselves in business or become 
adjusted into the business world. 

They will not leave the Navy soured and 
feeling frustrated in life and defeated before 
they even start an attempt to readjust their 
lives. They will know in advance that they 
are going into civil life and exactly when. 
They will be in a position to prepare them- 
selves mentally and professionally for that 
transition. Their whole outlook will not be 
warped and their self-confidence destroyed by 
the feeling that they are failures because they 
appeared to fail in th Navy. They will not be 
Navy cast outs. 

Those who, on the other hand, are commis- 
sioned in the Navy will be placed upon a 7- 
year probationary period. Unsatisfactory offi- 
cers will be eliminated at any time during 
that period, 

A readjustment of the seniority list will be 
made when the commissions are made perma- 
nent at the end of the 7-year probationary 
period. This will be based upon written ex- 
aminations, fitness reports, and service repu- 
tation, the final determination to be made by 
a board at that time. 

Thereafter competent, satisfactory officers 
will be assured of a permanent career in the 
Navy, with advancement in rank and pay 
upon a definite, known basis. 

Ensigns will be promoted to lieutenant, 
junior grade, in 3 years; and from lieutenant, 
junior grade, to lieutenant in 4 years. 

From lieutenant on through and including 
rear admiral, officers will be advanced in 
grade every 7 years. 

Ten per cent of the number to be advanced 
each year will be by selection from among all 
officers in the next lower grade, regardless 
of length of service in that grade. 

From each group that reaches 7 years in 
grade a small percentage will be eliminated. 
This percentage is flexible and is reduced for 
each advancing grade, being not less than 5 
per cent nor more than 10 per cent in the 
grade of lieutenant, down to not less than 2 
per cent and not more than 4 per cent in the 
grade of captain. 

There will be every incentive for an officer 
to put forth his best efforts at all times, as 
there will always be an opportunity for un- 
usual ability to be recognized by accelerated 
promotion, This system will actually encour- 
age and put a premium upon initiative and 
energy. 

The present system, while intended to do 
that, has had the reverse effect. For fear of 
making a mistake which may cost an officer 
his career, the tendency has been to merely 
hew to the line, avoid mistakes, and endeavor 
to satisfy and please superior officers who 
may sit upon the selection boards. 

Actually, the present system puts a premium 
upon regimented mediocrity. It has sup- 
pressed originality, initiative, and the expres- 
sion of progressive thought upon the part of 
individual officers. 

The new bill removes the causes that have 
led officers to suppress their initiative, for 
under this bill, even if an idea or effort is not 
successful, the officers is in no danger of sacri- 
ficing his career for having tried. Only unfit 
and incompetent officers are in danger of be- 
ing eliminated. An officer with outstanding 
ability will not be afraid to have his abilities 
come to light for fear of incurring jealousy 
around him, nor will he be afraid to try new 
ideas for fear of incurring the displeasure of 
members of selection boards, with the penalty 
in such cases an end to his career. 

An officer successful in demonstrating ex- 
ceptional qualities of leadership and out- 
standing ability, will be promoted as rapidly 
as his abilities will warrant. 

This will stimulate the best in all officers, 
bring about the highest kind of morale, and 
give the Navy its greatest degree of efficiency. 

The bill will assure an even flow of promo- 
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tion, prevent “humps” and keep officers in the 
proper grade for age. The promotions wij] 
continue in an unbroken flow right on through 
to the top. There will be no more blocking of 
the flow at fag rank. Rear admirals who are 
not selected to the grade of vice admiral or 
admiral, after 7 years as rear admirals, wij) 
be retired, thereby speeding up the flow into 
flag ranks. The rank of vice admiral and 
admiral will become permanent instead of 
temporary, as at present, but when a vice ad. 
miral or admiral has finished his sea com- 
mand he, too, will be retired, unless appointed 
as Chief of Naval Operations or chairman of 
the General Board. 

In the case of the Marine Corps, officers in 
the grade of brigadier general or major gen- 
eral will be retired after 7 years as a general 
officer unless appointed major general com- 
mandant or Commander of the Fleet Marine 
Force. 

All officers before advancement in rank, 
whether by seniority or selection, will first be 
examined by a medical board, and, if found 
physically unfit for the advancement, will be 
placed upon the retired list in the next higher 
grade. 

Officers eliminated as unfit, if in the grade 
of lieutenant commander or below, will be 
honorably discharged with a lump-sum pay- 
ment equal to 2 years’ pay. If such officers 
are commanders or above, they will be placed 
upon the retired list at 2% per cent of their 
pay multiplied by the number of years of 
service. 

This bill, in addition to bolstering morale 
in the Navy, will result in a very material 
economy by relieving the retired list of the 
mounting burden which seriously endangers 
the whole retirement system. 

While this bill undoubtedly will need revi- 
sion and refinement as to details, I firmly be- 
lieve that it offers a vastly improved founda- 
tion for a better promotion system in the 
Navy. 





President Sees Hospital Sites 

President Roosevelt took a_ tour 
through northwest Washington Aug. 4, 
and inspected two of the five proposed 
sites for a new $4,800,000 naval hospital. 

The President looked first at the 62- 
acre site on Conduit Road at the point 
where U Street would intersect, and at 
the 272 acres on Reservoir Road at Dale- 
carlia. He liked the size of the second site 
and the availability of the first. 

Those who accompanied Mr. Roosevelt 
ncluded Rear Adm. Percival Rossiter, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, Senator 
Walsh, Representative Vincent of 
Georgia, chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, and Capt. Ross T. Me- 
Intire (MC), USN, White House physi- 
rian. 

Among the other sites—all of which 
vill be visited by the President sometime 
in the near future—are the McLean 
«state, Friendship, on Wisconsin Avenue; 
4 tract bordering on Sixteenth Street just 
jouth of Walter Reed Hospital and an 
ither tract comprising Fts. Dupont and 
Davis, near the end of Pennsylvania Ave- 
jue southeast.

The House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee in executive session 
this week considered the Coast Guard 
promotion bill, HR. 7486, and voted to re- 
port it to the House without amendment. 
A few weeks ago the Senate Commerce 
Committee took the same action, and the 
pill is now on the calendars of both 
Houses, awaiting action. 

Although at first it was thought that 
there would be some opposition to the 
measure, Rone was evident at the hear- 
ings with the exception of a letter from 
an officer of the Coast Guard, which was 
written to Representative A. L. Beiter 
of New York and included in the record 
of the hearing. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce 
has reported extending to the Coast 
Guard the benefits of the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve, S. 2206, to the Senate with the 
recommend ition that the bill be passed 
by that body. Hearings on this bill were 
held on June 25. 

In connection with the hearings, a letter 
from Stephen B. Gibbons, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, opposing the mea- 
sure, was included in the report. Acting 
Secretary Gibbons said in part: 

“This bill, if it should become law 
would authorize the transfer of enlisted 
men of the Coast Guard, after 20 or more 
years’ service, to the Fleet Naval Reserve 
which is under the control and admin- 
istration of the Navy Department. The 
proposal therefore has a direct effect upon 
activities of the Navy Department, and it 
is understood that the Navy Department 
in submitting its views upon the proposed 
legislation is not favorable to its passage. 

“Tt is recognized that the value of an en- 
listed man to the Coast Guard increases 
with his advancement and length of ser- 
vice. If, after having served 20 or more 
years, an enlisted man should transfer to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve, it would result 
in placing his services out of the control 
of the Coast Guard in which he has re- 
ceived experience and training peculiar to 
the performance of the duties with which 
the Coast Guard is charged. During the 
period of his affiliation with the Fleet 
Naval Reserve, such man would be sub 





House Approves MC, DC 
Increase 

House approval was given this week to 
legislation increasing the officer strength 
of the Medical and Dental Corps of the 
Army and providing for two additional 
assistant surgeon generals, one of which 
shall be a dental oflicer. 

The measure was passed by unanimous 
consent and now awaits Senate action on 
the House amendment. As earlier passed 
by the Senate the bill merely authorized 
‘0 additional medical and 25 additional 
dental officers. Rewritten by the House 
Military Committee to provide 150 more 
doctors and 75 more dentists and the two 
brigadier generals, it needs Senate con- 
currence and the signature of the Presi- 
dent to become law. 


Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the Senate Military Committee, told the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL yesterday that 
the measure will not be acted on until 
the committee hears from the War De- 
partment as to its views. Contra ry to the 
usual practice an oflicial report from the 
Department was not obtained on the bill 
by the House Committee, As soon as Sec- 
retary Woodring transmits his views,

IT IS NOT USUAL FOR GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS to make public 
items they intend to include in their annual estimates, When such publicity is 
given, it follows there is a purpose either to develop popular sentiment for the 
project for which the appropriation is sought, or to create an impression in sup- 
port of a policy of the President. In the case of the announcement of Admiral Leahy 
that there will be included in the budget for the next session an appropriation for 
the construction of two replacement battleships, it is evident a desire for public 
endorsement was not the inspiration; the American people have shown repeatedly 
they want the Navy to be equipped and ready in every respect to protect American 
interests. There remains then as the moving reason for the announcement the dis- 
turbed condition of Europe and the belligerent acts of Japan in China, and the be- 
lief that the mere announcement of intention to build additional capital ships will 
have a deterrent effect upon nations engaged in aggressive and ambitious activities. 
Doubtless the purpose to build the battleships—and we will build them—will be 
carefully considered by the authorities of Germany and Italy, but it will not cause 
any changes in their policy to back the rebels in Spain. Similarly Tokyo will give 
the matter attention, but that Government has served notice it will not tolerate 
foreign interference in connection with its Chinese policy, and the Japanese mean 
what they say. The question arises what gain is there for the United States to 
announce and proceed with the construction of two more battleships. The answer is 
clear: It takes four years to build a battleship. Should either Spain or China be 
the starting point for another international war, our Navy would be in the process 
of strengthening, and the mere fact that the vessels laid down were nearing com- 
pletion would have a powerful influence in causing respect for our rights and 
representations. Therefore, it is the part of wisdom for the President to authorize 
the construction of replacement battleships, and to permit Admiral Leahy to make 
the announcement of his decision. Since morale is far more important than materiel, 
it would be wise also to press action upon two other matters. They are pay revi- 
sion and naval promotion reform. Being forced through Congress is a wage and 
hour bill, which will assure larger compensation for labor. Demands for higher 
wage scales are the cause of numerous strikes. Salaries of civilian employees of the 
Government have been increased, Yet though the Secretaries of War and Navy have 
urged more adequate pay for the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Ser- 
vices, no action has been taken. Again, the injustices in the naval selection system 
have been poignantly established. But Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, has delayed provision of the remedy. To put the situation tersely, we should 
have more replacement battleships, yes, but we should at the same time provide 
living pay for the Services and the correction of methods of promotion so that the 
otticers will know they can depend upon getting a square deal. 


SHOULD THE PRESIDENT’S project to withhold ten per cent of the funds 
appropriated by Congress operate to prevent the appointment of additional com- 
missioned officers of the Army, as now appears likely, it will be most unfortunate. 
For many years the need for increasing the corps of commissioned officers has 
been emphasized. Repeated studies by the General Staff have shown that 14,459 
is the minimum required to carry out essential provisions of the National De- 
fense Act. In the current appropriation bill the Congress provided funds 
for 50 additional medical officers, 25 additional dental officers, about 61 additional 
Pngineer officers, and 100 increase in the promotion list in general. The latter 
100 would have been selected, first from among the enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, and next from among the Reserve Officers, and the officers, warrant officers, 
and enlisted men of the National Guard and from the graduates of technical institu- 
tions. Aside from the military necessity for having these men in the service and 
the fact that that increase in commissioned strength would release the officers 
necessary to permit the creation of additional ROTC units, the induction of such 
material into the commissioned corps would have a salutary effect on all com- 
ponents of National Defense. When the Senate committee was informed that 
the President was opposed to more than 165,000 enlisted men, Senator Russell 
aptly replied: ‘Under the Constitution, Congress is charged with the duty of raising 
and equipping armies.” Yet, if economy plans now determined upon are carried 
through the Army will not be raised and equipped as’ Congress had determined.

Eeonomy Cuts in Army Appropriations—While official reticence prohibits confirma- 
tion, there seems to be little doubt but that the President's policy to withhold from 
expenditure ten per cent of the current appropriations has resulted in a decision 
not to commission the 100 additional promotion list officers authorized and ap- 
propriated for in the 1938 supply bill. It is also quite likely that the 75 additional 
medical and dental officers and the second increment of the increase in the Corps 
of Engineers also will fall under the economy ax. Failure to announce an examina- 
tion for the selection of qualified enlisted men of the regular army and others 
for commissioning on the promotion list, and statements that no examinations 
are planned in the immediate future would make it clear that the project has 
been abandoned. In the case of the Medical Corps increase, an examination has 
been announced, but it is said that there are some vacancies to be filled under the 
old strength quota and that it is likely that those vacancies will be filled but 
not the newly authorized ones. The Corps of Engineers has announced no plans 
for meeting its authorized increase. 

Also a victim of the administration’s economy movement will probably be 
the project to go forward with the field service uniform and dress blues for 
enlisted men. It had been planned to equip completely one troop and one company 
at posts near Washington (Probably Ft. George G. Meade and Ft. Myer) with 
the experimental field service uniform and with dress blues with a view to de- 
termining suitable designs for reequipping the entire Army, Under present con- 
ditions, however, even the extended service tests are likely to be abandoned. 


U. S. Relinquishes Air Records Lead to Italy-—According to the National Aeronau- 
tie Association, Italy has forged to the front in capturing world-recognized records 
in the air, Charles F. Horner, President of the Association, has announced that 
the standing by nations is as follows: Italy 45; United States 43; France 35; USSR 
15; Germany 14; Great Britain 4. Italy began a drive more than a year ago to 
wrest first place from the United States and has succeeded as the figures show. 
A year ago the standing by nations was as follows: United States 54; France 37; 
Italy 26; Germany 8; Great Britain 1; Russia 1. 

Fully as dramatic as Italy’s jump from third to first position is Russia’s rise 
in the list. The accomplishment of the Soviet flyers is important when it is re- 
membered that that country moved from one single record last year to fifteen world 
marks today; particularly when this record list is topped by the recent flight over 
the North Pole which established a new all-time non-stop distance flight of about 
6240 miles. 

A feature of the international contest has been the competition between Eng- 
land and Italy for world airplane altitude honors. Last summer Italy held the 
record with 47,352 feet, England followed with a climb to 49,944 feet. Recently 
Italy took to the alr again and achieved an altitude of 51,361 feet. Now Great 
Britain, taking advantage of a doubly supercharged motor and of new mechanical 
developments to furnish oxygen to the flyer and in neutralizing the effects of chang- 
ing air pressure has reclaimed this important world mark of 53,937 feet. 

An interesting side light on world records is expressed by the British Aeronau- 
tical journal Flight which says editorially: “Records have both an unseen value 
and a concrete value. The prestige which the possession of a world record brings 
to a country is reflected in a number of ways, one of which is increased value 
of aeronautical exports. It may even add weight to the word of that country at an 
international conference. Certainly it makes taxpayers more willing to support the 
country’s air force when they are assured that the designers are capable of pro- 
viding machines of real class.” 

The NAA is of the opinion that while the establishing of world air records may 
not be of great importance in sporting activities, nevertheless the situation has a 
substantial influence in the development of export markets. 


Twenty-two Year Old Claim Remains Unpaid— A bill again been introduced to 
reimburse officers, enlisted men, and civilian employees of the Army and their 
families and dependents for losses sustained as a result of the hurricane which oc- 
cured in Texas, Aug. 16, 17, and 18, 1915. Although these losses occured in the 
military service 22 years ago a large part of them remain unpaid. Shortly after 
the disaster some few of the claims were paid, when the Comptroller changed his 
rulings and the remainder were left to take the loss personally. Although the bill 
has been reintroduced and approved by the War Department regularly for a number 
of Congress (it passed the Senate twice) it has so far failed of enactment. Its merit 
is recognized by being included regularly on the War Department’s list of desired 
legislation. 

In 1915, on account of conditions in Mexico, which had existed for some time, 
a large part of the Army wns located near the Mexican border. A division was 
concentrated in a temporary camp just outside of the sea wall below Galveston and 
on the flats adjoining Texas City. Officers and men were required to live in tents 
or temporary shacks, Although it was a temporary camp they had been retained 
there for more than 2 years and the families of the officers and enlisted men and 
of the civilian employees had joined them. 

They were without the protection to property which troops in garrisons or 
persons in civil life ordinarily enjoy, and on August 16, 17, and 18, 1915, there oc- 
curred one of those tropical hurricanes which at intervals strike the Gulf coast. 
The wind attained a velocity of more than 100 miles per hour and the low camp 
ground was inundated to a depth of more than 5 feet. There was relatively little 
damage done to the property of civilians:in Galveston and vicinity, but the Army 
camp was utterly wiped out. The personal belongings of the officers and men and 
civilian employees of the Army, and of their families, were almost wholly destroyed 
by the wind or ruined by the water. 

Immediate steps were taken to salvage what remained and boards of officers 
were appointed to investigate and pass upon the claims for losses. More than 
8,000 claims of officers, enlisted men, civilian employees, their families and depend- 
ents, were investigated and recommended for payment, the total amounting to 
about $523,000. This property was lost in the military service and the loss or 
destruction was without fault or negligence on the part of the claimants. 

Addressing Congress regarding the bill Secretary Woodring has stated: 

“The War Department is firmly of the opinion that these losses should be reim- 








bursed and urgently requests the enactmentof appropriate legislation. 

“The losses were clearly due to an exigncy of the service. It was not the result 
of an act of nature which affected everyone, soldier and civilian alike. If the 
soldiers had had the usual protection of toops in garrison or persons in Civil life 
the losses would not have occurred. 

“When the articles of lost, destroyed, r damaged property are limited and the 
value determined, as required in the propsed bill, it is estimated that the total 
amount of claims will be reduced by more han 25 percent.” 


Army and Navy Associations—That Congess recognizes the fine work being done 
by Army and Navy Associations is evidered by the conference report on the Dis. 
trict of Columbia tax bill. In that report, sbmitted to the House Aug. 4, a provision 
is carried that “Nothing in this bill shallapply to any relief association, not con- 
ducted for profit, composed solely of offices and enlisted men of the United States 
Army or Navy.” There is no doubt but hat this provision would apply directly 
to the Army Relief Society and the Navy Relief Society, which do such splendid 
work among service personnel. It is believd, also, that it would apply to the Army 
Mutual Aid and the Navy Mutual Aid Assciations, which are organized for the aid 
and assistance of their members and depedents. Inasmuch as the provision in the 
law specifically exempts “any fraternal oranization which issues contracts of insur- 
ance exclusively to its own members,” it wuld appear that it would be intended to 
apply as well to the service Mutual Aid Assciations. 


Three Thousands Mile Flight on Earhart Seareh—An interesting report has just 
been received in the Navy Department onthe Navy’s initial efforts in their search 
for Amelia Parhart. On the first news ofthe disappearance of the Earhart plane, 
the Navy dispatched one long range patrolplane from Honolulu to Howland Island 
on the possibility that the receipt of mor accurate information while the plane 
was en route might pave the way for a npid flight to a specific point for rescue, 
This plane was to risk possible damage in anding and take-off in the open sea near 
Howland Island in order to refuel for itsreturn flight to Honolulu with gasoline 
left at Howland Island for Miss Earhart which was just sufficient for the return 
flight of this one airplane. When this plae was unable to complete the 1900-mile 
flight to Howland Island, due to impossble weather conditions, uninformed ob- 
servers made light of this flight and the pport of snow and ice encountered over 
the equator which forced this plane to reurn to Honolulu. It is, therefore, inter- 
esting to note a report of this flight as sibmitted by the squadron to which this 
plane was attached. 

“At 1722 on Friday, July 2, Patrol Sqiadron Six sent one PBY-1 with a crew 
of eight to aid in the search for Fred J. Soonan and Amelia Earhart. The opera- 
tion orders for this flight were as follow: arrive Howland soon after daylight 
July 3 and search all day in the vicinity of Howland, landing prior to sunset. Since 
no anchorages were available the plane wasto tie up astern of the USCGC. Itasca. 

“The trip progressed very nicely, the tight being clear for the start and con- 
tinuing so until the morning hours. At 0240the plane passed directly over the Swan 
on covrse to Howland and a little over halfway there. 

“Shortly afterward, lightening began o appear in the south and southeast. 
About 5:15 A. M. we began passing throughclouds at regular intervals all the way 
up to 12,000 feet. The electrical display got worse and we discontinued use of radio 
because of electrical discharges every time the transmitter was used. Ice began 
to form on the plane and even on the windihield about 14” of ice was formed. It 
apparently formed in large enough pieces tobreak and be thrown against the fuse- 
lage by the propeller for the distinct sound were noted. The automatic pilot be- 
came sluggish due to iced contrdls and at this time a descent was started hoping 
to get under the storm. During the descent sleet was noted from 12,000 to 10,000 
feet, snow down to about 4,000 and violent rain continued to the surface. The air 
bumps were of considerable violence. After about two hours of this, and continu- 
ously trying to find a way around, the flight vas turned back. 

“Because of the great amount of fuel 1sed in climbing around the storm, it 
became necessary to reach a decision whethe to attempt to push further or return. 
After completing about 250 miles out of the course and still being unable to get 
through, the flight was turned back. It was estimated that at least three hours 
fuel would remain on arrival at Pearl Hamor. Reasonable doubt existed at the 
Fleet Air Base that we could return safely due to the fact that prevailing winds 
in this area are 20 knots head winds on the return course, so additional reference 
vessels were immediately dispatched to asdst. However, a decreased wind per- 
mitted the plane to arrive at 1927 with abow six hours gasoline left, after a flight 
of 24 hours 5 minutes. 

“This flight stands as an excellent exanple of how accurate navigation and 
constant attention to the automatic pilot wil) make an exceptionally steady course. 
The Swan was passed over without use of radio bearings both going and coming 
(about 1,000 miles from Honolulu). In addition, each of the reference vessels sent 
out after our turn back, was passed over or vithin easy visibility without bearings. 
The predicted time of arrival was 1930 whereas actual time was 1927. This pre 
diction was made at 1500. 

“This flight stands out as one of the lengest (3,000 statute miles) ever con- 
ducted out of Honolulu by any Navy plane. [t is further characterized as an emer- 
gency, expedition, totally lacking in extensiye preparation made under most difi- 
cult conditions and highly successful as a flight.” 

This report dispels any illusions which may have been entertained as to the 
necessity for this plane’s returning to Pearl Harbor. In fact, had the pilot not been 
as capable and experienced as Lieutenant Harvey and had he not exercised the 
excellent judgment displayed on this flight, this plane might well have been forced 
down at sea by the impossible weather conditions encountered or through exhaus- 
tion of fuel. Even now a flight across the Atlantic of only a little over 2,000 miles 
non-stop does not go by unnoted, yet, in this case, the Navy initiated a 3,000 mile 
flight without prior preparation and completed it with perfect navigation. It is 
another case where experienced personnel with adequate equipment have per 
formed a difficult task in such a routine manner that the hazard and difficulty of 
the task has been erttirely unappreciated and unnoted by the casual observer. 

This report also throws some light on the failure of the Navy to utilize their 
long range patrol planes available at Honolulu for these search operations. This 
action of the Navy was criticized on the floor of the House and elsewhere because 
of the delay and expense necessitated by bringing ship-based planes into the search 
area from Honolulu and San Diego, What the Navy knew and what was not ap 
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preciated by these critics was that, wthout a sheltered-water base and fuel sup- 
ply at Howland where the patrol plays could land and refuel, it would be neces- 
sary for these planes to initiate thesesearch operations from Pearl Harbor. Lieu- 
tenant Harvey's flight clearly illustrats that these planes did not have sufficient 
range to make the round trip flight of dout 3800 miles between Honolulu and How- 
land Island with any margin of fuel jecessary to also conduct search operations 
in the vicinity of Howland. Lacking asheltered water operating base and fueling 
facilities in the vicinity of Howland, he Navy was unable to utilize these long 
range patrol planes effectively for searh operations in this area. The Navy has 
long recognized the necessity for suchbases and fueling facilities which can be 
made available through provision of airraft tenders and improvement of sheltered 
water areas in outlying locations andin time with the availability of adequate 
funds these facilities will be provided » that the effectiveness of these long range 
patrol planes may be fully realized in ll outlying areas, 


Would Authorize Reenlistment—-An umsual private bill passed the Senate re- 
cently, designed to permit a non-commisioned officer of the Army to be reenlisted 
despite the fact that he has been convited of a felony. Following an investigation 
of the case by the Senate Military Conmittee and the War Department, the com- 
mittee deemed that no stigma shouldbe attached to the man in question, Sgt. 
Robert L. Summers, MD, Ft. Sill, Okn., that the conviction of the felony had 
been something of a judicial mistakeand that because of his excellent record 
he should be permitted to reenlist. TR War Department agreed with the com- 
mittee’s finding. The facts of this pnbably unprecedented case were given as 
follows in the report of the Senate coomittee: 

“Before becoming an employee of. certain dairy at Clearwater, Fla., Sum- 
mers acquired ownership of a saddle ad a bridle. At a later date, he became an 
employee of this dairy. While in its mployment all the goods and property of 
the dairy were acquired by a mortgage under a chattel mortgage. The saddle and 
pridle owned by Summers were inadyrtently included in the inventory of the 
property. Without any intent to steal,the claiment took possession of the bridle 
and saddle, inasmuch as they were rightully his property. However, he was arrested 
by the civil authorities on February 1,1932, at St. Petersburg, Fla., on a charge 
of grand larceny. On advice of the prsiding judge, he pleaded guilty, was con- 
victed in the circuit court of Pinellas County, Fla., and was sentenced to con- 
finement in the county jail for a perid of 1 year. This sentence was suspended 
during good behavior, and on March21, 1935, Summers was pardoned by the 
Governor of Florida. 

Under Army regulations, one who 1as been convicted of a felony is ineligible 
to be enlisted. When Summers was cavicted by the civil court, the commanding 
general of the corps area refrained fom directing his immediate discharge, al- 
though the general rule practiced isto discharge a soldier when convicted by 
a civil court. This action on the partof the commanding officer was based upon 
the character of Summers’ service ani the fact that his services at his station 
were deemed satisfactory. The officia records further show that upon the ex- 
piration of his term of service, throug: a misinterpretation of law and regulation, 
Summers was reenlisted. When this wis reported to the War Department, the mat- 
ter was submitted to the Judge Advcate General, who held that the enlistment 
was not void but voidable and that tie Government was not necessarily required 
to discharge the soldier immediately. The Judge Advocate General further held 
that Summers could not again be lgally reenlisted. Therefore, unless the Dill 
(S. 2317) is enacted into law Sumners cannot reenlist in the Army following 
the expiration of his present enlistmat on November 12, 1937. 

The committee reported that a mmber of statements had been submitted to 
them testifying to Sergeant Summes’ good character and conduct and to his 
faithful and efficient military service Among these was the following from his 
commanding officer : 

“Sergeant Summers has been an exemplary soldier in the medical detach- 
ment of this hospital for approximatly 3 years and 4 months and has been a 
non-commissioned officer since Augut 1934. He is a superior type of soldier, 
faithful and efficient in the performnnce of duty and of excellent character. I 
should be glad to retain him in the detachment.”

“It is recognized that officers should 
serve as frequently as possible with troop 
units but it is believed that duties per- 
formed as instructor with the Organized 
Reserves, the National Guard, and the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps are 
equally important in providing the pro- 
spective General Staff officer with a well- 
rounded experience. The enactment of the 
proposed measure will correct existing 
discriminations and will tend to prevent 
rapid turnover in field grade commands 
in our regiments.” 


The concluding part of the communica- 
tion declares that the bill would result in 
decreased cost through the lessening of 
demands on travel funds, and that it has 
been approved by the Bureau of the 
Rudget as not being in conflict with the 
President's financial program. 

The text of the bill is as follows: 

That the Act entitled “An act for making 
further and more effectual provision for the 
national defense, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 3, 1916, as amended by the 
Act of June 4, 1920, be, and the same is here 
by, amended by striking out that part of sec- 
tion 4e of the Act, as amended (41 Stat. 762), 
commencing on line 20 with the words “In 
time of peace” and concluding on line 45 with 
the words “with combatant arms,” and by 
inserting the following after the fourth sen- 
tence of section 5 of said Act, as amended: 

In time of peace no officer of the Regular 
Army shall be or remain as a member of the 
General Staff Corps unless he shall have 
served not less than two of the preceding six 
years on other duty.

Physical Exam for Air Crews 


Regular Army enlisted personnel re- 
quired to participate regularly and fre- 
quently in aerial flights as members of 
combat crews of Air Corps organizations 
will be given a semi-annual physical ex- 
amination under direction of the post sur- 
geon to determine their physical fitness 
for such duty the War Department an- 
nounced this week. “In the event that an 
enlisted member of a combat crew has 
been relieved from such duty for an in- 
terval exceeding six months, a re-exami- 
nation will be given prior to his return to 
flying duty,” it was stated. 

“Regular Army enlisted personnel other 
than members of combat crews required 
to accompany extended aircraft flights 
covering a considerable period of time 
will be given a similar physical exami- 
nation prior to engaging in such flights to 
determine their physical fitness for such 
duty. 

“The physical examination directed in 
paragraphs 1 and 2 will embrace vision ; 
eardio-vascular system, including blood 
pressure; chest; urinalysis, and nervous 
system. 

“A certificate in duplicate will be pre- 
pared by the examining flight surgeon in- 
dicating qualification for aerial duty. One 








copy of the certificate will be retained by 
the surgeon and one copy will be trans- 
mitted to the immediate commanding 
officer of the enlisted man. 


“No enlisted man will be permitted to 
engage regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights as a member of a combat crew, nor 
will any enlisted man be permitted to 
accompany extended aircraft flights, un- 
less he is certified to be physically quali- 
fied for such duty.” 





Approve Pension Bill 


Widows and dependents of the Regular 
Ser.ice personnel who had World War 
service would be aided by several fea- 
tures of the bill, provided the veteran 
died from a service-connected World War 
disability or was at least 20 percent dis- 
abled from World War causes at the time 
of his death. Under the bill (HR 6884) 
widows 50 to 65 years of age would re- 
ceive a pension of $37.50 a month instead 
of $35 at present and those more than 65 
years, $45 instead of $40 a month, The 
rates for dependent mother or father are 
increased from $20 to $45 for both and 
from $15 to $25 for either. 

Several new groups are opened to 
widows’ pension under the bill. Present 
law requires that the widow have been 
married to the veteran prior to July 8, 
1931. The bill makes eligible widows mar- 
ried subsequent to that date who bear 
children to the veteran. It also extends 
the law granting pension where the vet- 
eran did not die from a service-connected 
disability but was suffering from such a 
disability at the time of his death. Pres- 
ent law requires that the disability have 
been at least 30 percent for a widow or 
dependents to be eligible for pension, The 
bill permits widows of veterans who were 
suffering from 20 percent disability to re- 
ceive pension, provided they bore a child 
to the veteran. 


Another section of the bill permits the 
establishment of service connection for 
World War disability after the death of 
the veteran. This could be done in cer- 
tain cases under the Act of June 28, 1934, 
but the present bill will allow the service 
connection to be established by evidence 
furnished after the death of veteran. It 
would particularly relieve in cases where 
the veteran with service-connected dis- 
ability has refrained from claiming com- 
pensation during his life-time and where 
his dependents are left without adequate 
means of support. 


The committee explained the increases 
in pension granted by the bill as follows: 

Section 3 of the bill amends the rates of 
compensation for World War service-con- 
nected death, continuing the rate of $80 to a 
widow age under 50 years, to increase from 
$35 to $387.50 the rate for a widow age 5O to 
65 years, and to increase from $40 to $45 the 
rate to a widow age 6 years or over. No 
change is made in the rates for ehildren. As 
to the dependent mother or father, or both, 
the rate for dependent mother or father is 
increased from $20 to $45, and for both, in- 
creased from $15 each to $25 each. The maxi- 
mum pension payable with reference to the 
widow, child, or children will be $75 per 
month. The amount of compensation author- 
ized by the bill shall be paid In the event the 
monthly payment of compensation under vet- 
erans’ regulation No. 1 (g) and the monthly 
payment of yearly renewable term, auto- 
matic, or United States Government Life (con- 
verted) insurance does not aggregate or ex- 
ceed the amount of compensation authorized 
by the bill. Under the existing law the limi- 
tation of $75 applies to parents as well as the 
widew and children, and as a result some de- 
pendent mothers and fathers receive less than 
the amount authorized under existing law, 
and in some instances may be barred entirely. 
The increase in the rates for dependent 
parents takes into consideration the plight 
of gold-star mothers and the Inadequacy of 
existing rates, as well as the inequities re- 
suiting from the present limitation of $75. 
The payment of insurance benefits in those 
cases where death occurred in military or 
naval service during the World War will be 
discontinued at the expiration of the 20-year 
period beginning this year and the termina- 
tion of these payments to the gold-stat 
mothers is the material factor upon which 
immediate action to provide reasonable rates 
has been predicated. It will be noted that 
where the payments of insurance continue 
and, together with compensation under exist- 
ing laws would exceed the amount authorized 
in the bill, there will be no increased com- 
pensation benefits payable, but the existing 
rates would continue in such cases.

Aircraft Profits Hearing 


Fxemption of aircraft contracts from 
theten per cent profit limitation provided 
in existing law for naval armament manu- 
facures was urged before a special House 
naval subcommittee this week. 

Lear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, USN, Chief 
of -he Bureau of a Navy De- 
partment, and Mr. W. Lewis of the 
Douglas Aircraft Co., appeared before the 
subcommittee, Aug. 5, testifying in favor 
of passage of the bill HR 7777, int — ‘ed 
by Representative Byron N. Scott, D. of 
Calif. 

Admiral Cook told the committee that 
during the period 1927-1933, the average 
profit of aircraft firms on production con- 
tracts with the Navy was 8 per cent, while 
the average loss on experimental con- 
tracts was 34 per cent. Incomplete figures 
for the years 1934-1936—the period the 
profit limitation has been in effect—show, 
he said, that the average profit on pro- 
duction contracts has been 2.8 per cent, 
while the average loss on experimental 
contracts was 71 per cent.

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Restoration of Old Fort Niagara 


The splendid work that has been done 
in connection with the restoration of old 
Fort Niagara, now a source of admira- 
tion to all who visit it, recalls the im- 
portant part and the great interest taken 
in the project by the late Col. Charles 
H. Morrow, USA. 


The restoration and rehabilitation of 
Old Fort Niagara was begun in 1923-24 
with the repair of the seawall behind 
the French “Castle.” In 1926 congress- 
sional appropriations for the repair of 
the “Castle,” which was badly cracked 
and in a state of decay, resulted in the 
War Department sending an engineer, 
Alfred G. Adams, there to undertake the 
work. 


In the Spring of 1927 the Old Fort 
Niagara Association, Inc., was organ- 


ized under the membership corporation 
laws of New York State. Until this time 
the local interests acting unofficially in 
connection with the restoration consisted 
of several committees which had been 
organized under the leadership of Wil- 
liam Wallace Kincaid of Youngstown. 
Approximately 20 patriotic and civie so- 


| 


cieties were represented in the organiza- 


tion of the Association. 

Work of actual restoration was begun 
during the command of Col. Ralph EB. 
Ingram, who in 1928 was succeeded by 
Col. George Stewart, who in turn was 
followed by Colonel Morrow in 1930. 

All plans and specifications for the 
general restoration and rehabilitation of 
the Old Fort were prepared and sub- 
mitted to the War Department by the 
Association, and complete plans were 
under consideration in 1929. 

Colonel Morrow arrived at 
agara in June, 1930. 
cessors were actively interested in the 
restoration and cooperated with the 
Association and its officers, Colonel Mor- 
row immediately demonstrated an extra- 
ordinary interest in the project. He at 
once assumed personel charge of the 
War Department’s activities in connee 
tion with the restoration. At the com 
clusion of the work under current 1930 
31 appropriations and private donations 
Mr. Adams was assigned to Madisot 
Barracks, N. Y., and Colonel Morrow 
became even more directly active in thy 
work. 

In 1982 the Association persuaded Con 
gress to appropriate $35,000 for the com 
pletion of the project, upon which mon 
than $200,000 had already been ey 
pended, and with the condition that th 
$35,000 would be matched with an equa 
amount from local interests. Althougl 
the Association had raised more thai 
$100,000 by private subscription, it wa 
considered impossible to raise furthe 
funds in the manner due to current ec¢ 
nomic conditions. An appeal was mad 
to the New York State Temporary Emer 
gency Relief Authority, of which M1 
Harry L. Hopkins was assistant to the 
chairman, and finally with $16,000 fron 
the State and $19,000 from Niagan 
County, the federal appropriation was 
matched and the work undertaken. Co- 
onel Morrow was very active in secur 
ing the County Appropriation, whic 
made possible the First Niagara County 
work relief project. The appropriation 
($70,000 total from all sources) was far 
the purpose of completing the barracks 
building, then about 90 per cent finished, 
rehabilitating the American casements 
and French outerworks, mounting guns, 
repairing the grounds and building the 
log cabin, together with the installation 
of special electrical equipment, oil fur- 
naces, etc. This was the last federal ap- 
propriation to restoration with the ex- 
ception of the repairs to the seawall dur- 
ing the 1984 C.W.A. projects here.

His first official meeting 
with the group was at an Pxecutive 
Committee meeting at the Hotel Niagara, 
Niagara Falls, January 7, 1931. 

Early in his work, he became exceed- 
ingly popular and in constant demand 
as a public speaker. Ever having at 
heart the cause of Old Fort Niagara, he 
chose that subject for his talks when 
possible. Thereby he became one of the 
most effective publicity factors the pro- 
ject possibly could have. In fact, he 
considered his potentialities as a speaker 
so much greater than those as a solici- 
tor that he steadfastly declined to so- 
licit individual subscriptions, the while 
he quite as insistently pursued his ar- 
dent program of publicity for the proj- 
ect. His unique manner of presentation 
won him much applause from spell- 
bound audiences and he became a minis- 
ter of publicity “‘without portfolio” to 
the entire restoration project. Probably 
he is best remembered now by the gen- 
eral public as the public met him, hurl- 
ing terse, romantic and eloquent phrases 
from the platform. He was exceedingly 
well read in history and had the knack 
of interpreting to an audience the very 
innermost and vital emotions of the 
characters in his story. Old Fort Nia- 
gara never again shall have an orator 
publicity man who can equal Colonel 
Morrow in that capacity. 

Many times during his tour of duty 
here he accompanied officers and diree- 
tors of the Old Fort Niagara Association 
to Washington, Albany and other places, 
giving invaluable effectiveness to their 
efforts through his wide circle of friend- 
ships and his keeness of perception. He 
assisted in securing the first lease under 
which the Old Fort was operated, He 
was in a major part responsible for ob- 
taining the forty-five Old Cannon with 
which the restored Fort is equipped. 

Colonel Morrow quickly grasped the 
Association’s plan to have an Historical 
Institute with a bas-relief map. Ile not 
only supplied the artist and two officers 
to work on that project, but included 
as well a maginficent wall map, both of 
which remain as permanent memorials 
to the substantial contribution he made 
towards them. He was entirely responsi- 
ble for arranging between the Associa- 
tion and the Federal Artists Project for 
the oil paintings and murals now at the 
Old Fort and to installed here. This pro- 
ject was barely underway at the time 
the Colonel died. 

During the Four Nation Celebration, 
Colonel Morrow acted as a Director of 
the International Celebration at Niagara, 
Inc., and chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee which was exceptionally effective 
in its work, and he was in a very large 
measure responsible for the great sue- 
cess of the Celebration and was honored 


by France, with the Chevalier Legion 
de Honors, for his part in restoring the 
Old Fort, and his part in honoring the 
French Government on French Day. In 
a large measure he was responsible for 
the Rush-Bagot Memorial in the Old 
Fort.

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Current American Shipbuilding 

On July 1, 1937, American shipyards 
were building or had under contract to 
build for private shipowners, exclusive 
of vessels previously launched 302 ves- 
sels aggregating 365,862 gross tons, com- 
pared with 319 vessels aggregating 379,- 
940 gross tons on June 1, 1987.

Propose Seibert Memorial 

Establishment of a memorial to Maj. 
Gen. William L, Seibert, “in commemo- 
ration of his signally distinguished ser- 
vices in connection with the construction 
of the Panama Canal,” is asked in a bill 
introduced this week by Senator Logan. 

Fifty thousand dollars would be author- 
ized for the project, which would be 
located in the Canal Zone, under the 
terms of the bill. 





Would Lay Down Auxiliaries 

Authority to immediately lay down six 
naval auxiliary vessels was asked by 
President Roosevelt this week. 

The same day he signed the bill author- 
izing the ships, the Chief Executive 
sent to Congress a budget message asking 
that a proviso be inserted in a deficiency 
bill permitting funds already appro- 
priated for the construction of naval ves- 
sels to be used to commence work on the 
six ships. The speed with which the Ad- 
ministration moved was due to the fact 
that the House refused to accept.a diss 
cretionary higher limit of cost than origi!

Financial Digest 


The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading 
cities shows the following principal 
changes for the week ended July 28: In- 
creases of $44,000,000 in loans and $43,- 
000,000 in holdings of United States Gov- 
ernment direct obligations ; a decrease of 
$71,000,000 in reserve balances with Fed- 
eral Reserve banks; and an increase of 
$14,000,000 in borrowings from Federal 
Reserve banks. 

Commercial, industrial, and agricul- 
tural loans declined $17,000,000 at report- 
ing member banks in New York City and 
increased somewhat in most of the other 
districts, all reporting member banks 
showing a net reduction of $1,000,000 for 
the week. Loans to banks increased $19,- 
000,000 at reporting member banks in 
New York City. “Other loans” increased 
$11,000,000 in New York City and $14,000,- 
009 at all reporting member banks, 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations increased $38,000,000 
in New York City and $43,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. Holding of ob- 
ligations fully guaranteed by the United 
States Government declined $7,000,000 in 
New York City. Holdings of “Other 
securities” declined $10,000,000. 

Demand deposits—adjusted increased 
$21,000,000 in the Chicago district, $11,- 
000,000 in the Cleveland district and $15,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
Time deposits increased $16,000,000 in 
New York City and $17,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks. Deposits credited 
to domestic banks declined in most of the 
districts, the aggregate net decrease be- 
ing $57,000,000. Deposits credited to 
foreign banks declined $27,000,000 at re- 
porting banks in New York City. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem-

The Secretary of the Navy ‘has ap- 
proved certain changes in the Bureau of 
Navigation Manual, part H, revising 
motion standards and)providing fora more 
adequate method of building the Naval 
Reserve up to mobilization strength under 
the Five Year Development Program.

For promotion to Commander and Cap- 
tain, engineering duty only, the subject 
of recruiting and mobilization of the Na- 
val Reserve will be omitted, and the sub- 
jects of marine engineering and electri- 
city substituted. 

For promotion to Lt. Comdr., Lieuten- 
ant, Lieutenant, (jg), and appointment to 
ensign, applicants will be examined in: 
General instructions, navigation and 
piloting, practical navigation, seamanship, 
ordnance and gunnery. Engineer officers 
of the fleet reserve, for promotion to the 
ranks stated above, will be examined in: 
General instructions, marine engineering 
and electricity. 

The satisfactory completion in present 
grade of Naval Reserve correspondence 
courses in certain subjects, within twe 
years prior to the date of examination 
with a mark of not less than 3.4, may be 
accepted by the examining board as estab 
lishing the candidates qualifications 
therein without further questions or 
those subjects.

Approve Naval ROTC Increase

Approve Sergeant-Instructors Bill 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
has favorably reported the bill giving re- 
lief to certain sergeant-instructors,of the 
National Guard, permitting the settle- 
ment of a number of cases growing out of 
irregularities in funds paid for rental of 
quarters to such men. 

Under the terms of the bill, submitted 
by the War Department and already 
passed by the Senate, the Secretary of 
War would be authorized to validate such 
part of the payments made to the men as 
he may administratively determine was 
due for the rental and to require only the 
refund of the balance—the amount that 
the man benefited by the irregularity. 





Former Thomason Act Officers

Areas and the Chiefs of Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, Air 
Corps, Chemical Warfare Service, En- 
gineers and The Chief Signal Officer.

It is felt that the best 
interests of the service will be promoted 
by attendance at those schools of officers 
who have not recently had the advantage 
of extended active duty training rather 
than concentrating the instructional fa- 
cilities on those officers who have just 
completed extensive training.”

The destroyers Reid and Worden col- 
lided off the California coast in night 
maneuvers on August 2, the Navy De- 
partment announced. The Reid, com- 
manded by Lt. Comdr, Alfred L. Hutson, 
and the Worden, commanded by Lt.
